But they will hardly reduce these needs suffi­ 
ciently to relieve the strain upon federal, busi­ 
ness and individual income sufficiently for com­ 
plete safety. A greater reduction could be brought 
about by refunding of the entire war debt over a 
considerable longer period than is now fixed for 
its payment. Such refunding would relieve the na­ 
tion of a burden which is not only enormous but 
dangerous in a period of such industrial and gen­ 
eral business depression as the present.
